Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That section five, of chapter thirteen, of
the special laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty-
seven, be and the same is hereby amended so as to read

May consolidate as follows, viz: The said Stillwater and St. Paul Railroad
road "the rt*«e. Company shall have power to consolidate with any other

railroad in the state, at any time before or after the con-
struction of the same, and may also connect with any
other railroad so as to form railroad connection between
Stillwater and St. Paul, and whenever such connection is
made so as to form railroad connection from and be-
tween said points, the said line of: road shall be deemed
completed within the meaning of this act, and said com-
pany entitled to the grants, rights and privileges in this

^p act contained. Provided, Said company shall make rail-
road connection between Stillwater and St. Paul as afore-
said, on or before the first day of January, one thousand
eight hundred and seventy-one.
